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Capitol  Bank  Closes, 
Draws  Long  Line 


Hundreds  of  Chinatown  residents 
waited  in  below  freezing  weather  Jo  ckfse 
out  their  Capitol  Bank  security  deposit 
boxes  on  Monday.  Capitol  Bank  was 
declared  insolvent  on  Dec.  28  by  the  state 
Commissioner  of  Banks. 

Customers  will  receive  their  account 
money  by  check  through  the  mail,  but 
may  come  in  person  to  pick  up  the  con¬ 
tents  of  their  security  boxes,  said  Caryl 
Austrian,  director  of  the  Office  of  Cor¬ 
porate  Communications  from  the  Federal 
Deposit  Insurance  Corporation  (FDIC)  in 
Washington,  D.C.  The  FDIC  is  the 
distributing  agent  for  legally  insured  ac¬ 
counts. 

While  some  waiting  in  line  at  the 
Chinatown  branch  on  Kneeland  St.  were 
nervous  about  the  status  of  Massachusetts 
banks,  most  felt  assured  by  FDIC  of¬ 
ficials  who  explained  the  money  distribu¬ 
tion  procedures.  “I  wanted  to  get  it  done 
now  while  I  had  the  time,”  said  one 


woman.  Capitol  Bank  will  be  open  Mon¬ 
day  through  Friday  from  9am  to  3  pm  for 
several  weeks.  Monday’s  line  was  mov¬ 
ing  slowly  because  bank  officials  can  on¬ 
ly  permit  one  customer  per  box  into  the 
bank  at  a  time. 

‘‘There’s  no  reason  to  be  concerned. 
This  is  a  pay-off  by  mail  for  almost  all  ac¬ 
counts,”  said  Austrian.  The  FDIC 
guarantees  a  customer’s  deposit  up  to 
$100,000.  Beyond  $100,000,  the  bank 
may  be  able  to  pay  45  percent  of  the  ac¬ 
count,  depending  on  dividends,  said 
Austrian. 

The  FDIC  began  sending  checks  to 
customers  who  hold  savings,  checking, 
and  CDs  on  Monday,  Dec.  31. 
Customers  who  have  pledged  collateral 
against  a  loan  need  to  speak  with  a  claims 
agent.  Other  exceptions  include  official 
checks,  IRA  accounts,  federal  direct 
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Customers  waiting  outside  Capitol  Bank  branch  in  Chinatown. 


Asians  in  Mideast  Victims  of  US-Iraq  Conflict

As  the  United  States  prepares  for  war 
in  the  Persian  Gulf,  local  peace  activists 
are  looking  to  the  plight  of  Asians  in 
Kuwait  and  Iraq  and  asking,  “what  are 
we  fighting  for?” 

Kin  Lin  Johnson,  of  the  American 
Friends  Service  Committee  (AFSC), 
recently  described  some  efforts  the  AFSC 
has  taken  to  aid  thousands  of  Pakistanis, 
Koreans,  Japanese,  Filipinos  and  Indians 
who  are  trying  to  evacuate  from  the  Mid¬ 
dle  East. 

Since  November,  AFSC’s  Gulf 
Assistance  Fund  has  raised  over  $2,000 


to  improve  the  conditions  of  refugee 
camps  in  the  Jordanian  desert.  Western 
media  has  focussed  on  the  evacuation  of 
over  4,000  Americans  and  Europeans, 
Johnson  explained,  but  little  is  mentioned 
of  Asians  and  Egyptians  who  must  leave 
with  little  money  and  support  from  their 
own  countries. 

Asian  workers  come  to  rich  oil  produc¬ 
ing  countries  such  as  Iraq  and  Kuwait  to 
work  in  construction,  sanitation,  or 
domestic  service.  They  are  granted  no 
civil  rights,  and  are  often  treated  poorly. 
In  Kuwait,  citizenship  is  only  granted  to  a 
person  who  can  prove  ancestral  descent 


from  the  1920s.  The  country  welcomes 
foreign  workers  who  can  help  the  country 
maintain  its  high  standard  of  living  and 
provide  much  needed  foreign  currency. 

As  a  major  conflict  becomes  more  like¬ 
ly,  these  workers  may  be  asked  to  take  on 
the  dirty  work  of  war,  such  as  guarding  a 
an  employer’s  home  that’s  being  fire- 
bombed  while  the  family  is  safely  pro¬ 
tected  somewhere  else.  Women  have  an 
especially  difficult  time  because  they  may 
be  forced  into  prostitution,  and  are  often 
beaten  or  raped  while  working  as 
domestic  help,  Johnson  said. 

Before  the  invasion  of  Kuwait,  1 10,000 


people  from  Bangladesh  lived  in  Iraq, 
and  as  of  Dec.  6,  15,000  remain.  Of 
10,000  Chinese  before  the  invasion, 
4,800  remain.  Twenty-three  thousand  In¬ 
dians  remain  out  of  190,000.  Ninety 
thousand  Pakistanis  remain  out  of 
130,000.  Of  93,000  Filipinos,  7,800  re¬ 
main  in  Iraq.  Sixty-five  thousand  Sri 
Lankans  remain  out  of  150,000,  and 
14,000  Vietnamese  out  of  15,000  remain. 
Over  one  million  Egyptians  remain  in 
Iraq.  Refugees  are  processed  through 
Amman,  Jordan,  where  many  of  them  re- 
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East  Boston  Tenants  Celebrate  Justice

From  November  1985  to 
Feburary  1986,  Samath  Eang 
and  his  family  had  no  heat  in 
their  East  Boston  apartment.  He 
called  his  landlord,  Angelo 
Mastrorillo,  thirteen  or  fourteen 
times,  but  was  ignored.  The 
family  had  no  hot  water,  a  flood¬ 
ed  kitchen,  and  rats.  Eang  and 
his  wife  spent  months  taking 
their  sick  children  back  and 
forth  to  the  hospital.  When  Eang 
complained,  the  landlord  raised 
the  rent.  Within  one  year,  his 
rent  climbed  from  $600  to  $1000 
per  month. 

Tak  Chhum  remembers  how 
the  same  landlord  told  his  family 
to  “get  out  of  my  place”  if  they 
didn’t  want  to  put  up  with 
broken  windows  and  high  rent. 


Like  Eang,  he  knew  little 
English,  and  didn’t  understand 
how  to  request  an  inspection,  but 
with  the  help  of  the  East  Boston 
Ecumenical  Center  (EBEC), 
Eang,  Chhum,  and  at  least  six 
other  Cambodian  and  Viet¬ 
namese  families  were  able  to 
force  Mastrorillo  to  clean  up  his 
apartments  and  respect  his 
tenants.  It  took  two  years  of  hard 
work,  and  a  $750,000  federal 
lawsuit  claiming  that  Mastrorillo 
deliberately  took  advantage  of 
Southeast  Asians. 

Along  the  way,  these  tenants, 
many  of  whom  had  to  flee  op¬ 
pression  in  their  own  countries, 
have  learned  how  to  fight  back 
and  change  their  lives  in  East 
Boston.  Today,  they  are  very 
close  to  settling  the  lawsuit,  and 


Angelo  Mastrorillo  is  moving 
out  of  Massachusetts.  The 
message  to  other  E.  Boston 
landlords,  says  Kevin  Whalen  of 
EBEC,  is  that  landlords  are  not 
going  to  get  away  with  abusing 
tenants.  Part  of  the  settlement 
will  go  toward  developing 
cooperative  housing  for  the 
Southeast  Asian  families.  As 
members  of  EBEC’s  Housing 
Justice  Zone  Committee,  Eang 
and  Chhum  will  join  Latino 
tenants  in  teaching  other  com¬ 
munities  how  to  confront  bad 
landlords. 

Within  the  last  year, 
EBEC’s  Housing  Justice  Zone 
has  brought  housing  conditions 
up  to  code  and  lowered  rents  in 
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Chin  Chea,  Samath  Eang,  Sok  Yi,  and  Tak  Chhum  receive  certificates  of  merit.

Vernon  and  Carol  Chin,  the 
new  owners/managers  of  the 
Chinatown  McDonald’s  were 
welcomed  in  the  community  by 
the  Asian  American  Chinatown 
Business  Association,  members 
of  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council,  local  businesses,  com¬ 
munity  agencies  and  residents. 
After  the  store  is  running 
smoothly,  said  Vernon  Chin,  he 
and  his  family  hope  to  become 
active  in  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity.

The  restaurant  was  scheduled 
to  open  in  April,  but  was  not 
ready  for  business  until 
December  because  the  interior, 
needed  massive  asbestos  stripp¬ 
ing.

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Bank  Continued  from  Page  1 
deposits,  accounts  used  as  security  for 
loans,  accounts  exceeding  $100,000,  and 
accounts  which  need  information  to 
determine  insurability.  Customers  with 
those  accounts  will  receive  a  letter  ex¬ 
plaining  procedures  to  follow  for  their  ac¬ 
count.  FDIC’s  hotline  number, 
1-800-444-7490,  will  answer  any  ques¬ 
tions. 

Capitol  Bank  is  the  first  to  close 
without  a  second  bank  stepping  in  to  take 
over.  A  combination  of  poor  loans  and 
management  deficiencies  hastened  its 
closing,  said  Austrian.  “Its  liabilities  ex¬ 
ceeded  its  assets.  It’s  insolvent.”  In  the 
next  few  weeks,  the  FDIC  will  sell  off  the 
bank’s  assets  and  pay  off  creditors. 
Austrian  said  the  bank  will  not  re-open.

main  until  they  can  be  placed  in  their  own 

countries  or  elsewhere. 

The  AFSC’s  Asia  Program  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  monitor  the  evacuation  of  Asians 
from  the  Persian  Gulf  region,  said  Rober¬ 
ta  Foss,  coordinator  of  the  program  in 
Philadelphia.  Sixty-thousand  Filipinos 
who  are  presently  in  Kuwait  may  be  fur¬ 
ther  displaced  because  their  country  lacks 
jobs  and  resources,  said  Foss.  Donations 
can  be  sent  to:  Mideast  War  Relief 
Fund,  AFSC,  1504  Cherry  St., 
Philadelphia,  Pa.  19102. 

As  war  comes  closer,  questions  of 
Asian  American  political  activism 
emerge  in  bold  relief,  says  Johnson,  who 
lives  in  the  Boston  area  and  is  originally 
from  Burma.  “Persons  who  have  surviv¬ 
ed  war—  Laotians,  Cambodians,  and 
Vietnamese,  know  first  hand  what  it 
means  to  be  displaced,”  yet  many  Asian 
Americans  are  reluctant  to  speak  out 
against  United  States  foreign  policy. 
Johnson  believes  that  Asians  living  in  the 
United  States  now  may  not  realize  the  ex¬ 
tent  to  which  the  United  States  controls 
Asian  countries,  and  the  lives  of  Asians, 
especially  women,  who  are  often  “hid¬ 
den  victims  of  war.” 


In  the  Philippines,  for  instance,  near 
Subic  Naval  Base,  1 1 ,000-15,000  women 
are  registered  as  prostitutes.  For  years, 
American  servicemen  have  gone  to 
Philippine  bases  for  recreation.  The 
United  States  has  requested  use  of  Clark 
Air  Force  Base  in  the  Philippines  for  re¬ 
fueling  during  an  Iraq-U.S.  war,  but  the 
Phillipine  government  has  not  yet  given 
its  permission.If  the  United  States  does 
eventually  use  the  base,  Filipino  women 
will  once  again  be  drawn  into  a  cycle  of 
exploitation,  say  AFSC  observers. Since 
the  economic  reconstruction  of  Europe, 
reports  AFSC  Mideast  specialist.  Joe 
Gerson,  Filipino  women  working  as  pro¬ 
stitutes  have  been  brought  in  to  American 
bases  located  in  Germany. 

Asian  Americans  and  others  who  want 
to  become  active  against  the  war  can  par¬ 
ticipate  in  a  number  of  ways,  Johnson 
said.  AFSC  belongs  to  a  coalition  of 
Mideast  peace  organizations,  the 
Emergency  Coaliton  for  Justice,  Peace 
and  Non-intervention  in  the  Middle  East, 
which  welcomes  Asians  on  its  steering 
committee.  She  also  recommends  calling 
the  White  House,  Congress,  writing  let¬ 
ters  to  the  editor,  and  participating  in 
demonstrations.  Peace  groups  from  all 
over  the  country  will  converge  in 
Washington  D.C.  on  Jan.  26  to  protest  a 
war  in  die  Middle  East.  Boston  AFSC’s

East  Boston 
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over  30  buildings.  Absentee 
East  Boston  landlords  have  been 
forced  to  make  repairs  through 
rent  strikes  in  15  buildings. 
Tenants  learn  from  each  other  at 
informal  workshops  held  in  the 
EBEC  kitchen  where  volunteer 
attorneys  answer  questions  on 
housing  discrimination,  inspec¬ 
tions,  rent  control,  and  other 
housing  issues.  EBEC  is  a  non- 
denominational  organization 
serving  East  Boston’s  low- 
income  community  since  1979. 
In  recent  years  they  have  focuss¬ 
ed  on  East  Boston’s  immigrant 
and  refugee  community  by  pro¬ 
viding  English  classes,  tenant 
advocacy,  civil  rights  informa¬ 
tion  and  other  services. 

On  December  18,  the  Housing 
Justice  Zone  celebrated  its  first 
year  with  a  party  at  the  EBEC 
office  on  Paris  Street.  Over  fifty 
people  filled  the  small  room 
where  everyone  enjoyed  Viet¬ 
namese,  Khmer,  and  Latin 
American  food.  Tak  Chhum  told 
the  group  that  they  should  feel 
proud  for  sticking  together  and 
doing  the  right  thing  in  confron¬ 
ting  irresponsible  landlords. 


After  he  spoke,  his  words  were 
translated  from  his  native  Khmer 
into  Vietnamese,  English,  and 
Spanish  for  the  diverse  au¬ 
dience. 

Whalen,  who  coordinates  the 
Housing  Justice  Zone,  told  those 
receiving  certificates  of  merit, 
“Many  of  you  left  your  country 
because  you  had  no  control  of 
your  land  and  work.  As  im¬ 
migrants,  you  are  now  taking 
control  of  your  land,  and  your 
home.”  He  praised  the  18  com¬ 
mittee  members  for  standing  up 
to  threats  of  eviction  and  depor¬ 
tation. 

Community  leader  Mel  King 
said,  “when  people  suffer  is 
silence,  the  only  thing  that  re¬ 
mains  the  same  is  the  silence. 
Because  some  of  you  have 
spoken  up,  you  received 
assistance  from  people  who  are 
concerned  that  you  get  fair  treat¬ 
ment.”  King  added  that  the 
Housing  Justice  Zone’s  work 
makes  East  Boston  “a  better 
place,  which  makes  Boston  a 
better  place.  Thank  you  for  mak¬ 
ing  this  country  all  that  it  should 
be.”

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Homeless  Immigrants  Increasing 


by  Catherine  Anderson 

Approximately  twenty-five 
percent  of  homeless  people  in 
Massachusetts  are  immigrants 
or  refugees,  say  advocates  for 
the  homeless.  Like  other 
Americans  who  don’t  have  a 
place  to  live  because  of  cir¬ 
cumstances  beyond  their  con¬ 
trol,  the  state’s  homeless 
newcomers  are  victims  of  a 
declining  affordable  housing  and 
support  services  for  the  mentally 
ill. 

In  two  years  the  number  of 
families  seeking  shelter  has  risen 
31  percent.  In  Boston,  homeless 
men  equal  62  percent  of  approx¬ 
imately  5,000people.  Twenty- 
three  percent  are  women,  and  15 
percent  are  children. Hiep  Chu, 
director  of  the  Vietnamese 
American  Civic  Association 
(VAC A)  reports  that  15  out  of 
15,000  Vietnamese  who  use 
VACA’s  services  are  homeless 
men  with  chronic  mental  illness. 
Those  are  only  the  ones  he 
knows  about. 

Debbie  Chausse,  who  works 
with  the  Long  Island  Shelter 
, which  serves  620  people  in 
three  different  sites,  says  that 
counting  homeless  newcomers  is 
probably  impossible,  because 
many  are  afraid  to  identify 
themselves.  “The  people  we  see 
are  scared,  alone  or  afraid. 
Because  they  may  not  be  legal  to 
be  here,  they  are  afraid  to  give 
their  names  to  us.  Illegal  im¬ 
migrants  are  hidden  in  shelters 
as  much  as  in  the  streets.” 

Those  who  don’t  have  family 
support  are  most  vulnerable  to 
homelessness.  For  Vietnamese 
refugees  and  immigrants,  who 
often  come  to  Boston  without 
their  spouses  or  relatives,  reset¬ 
tlement  can  be  a  harrowing  and 


defeating  experience.  Chu  says 
that  in  Vietnam,  a  strong  family 
system  helps  its  members 
recover  from  economic  or  emo¬ 
tional  losses.  When  refugees 
come  here,  they  don’t  have  that 
built-in  system.  “When  they  get 
into  trouble,  they  have  no  one  to 
talk  to,  turn  to,  and  they  feel 
lonely  and  isolated.  They  can’t 
pay  rent,  or  their  bills.” 

Chu  predicts  that  more  Viet¬ 
namese  will  become  homeless, 
as  the  economy  gets  worse. 
Ninety-five  percent  of  Viet¬ 
namese  coming  to  Boston  are 
refugees,  and  are  eligible  for 
General  Relief,  but  since  the 
number  of  months  a  person  can 
receive  those  benefits  has  been 
cut  from  18  to  6,  many  have  no 
where  to  go  for  support. 

While  the  Vietnamese  com¬ 
munity  is  facing  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  homeless  single 
men,  the  Haitian  community  is 
trying  to  find  homes  for  preg¬ 
nant  women. This  year,  the  Hai¬ 
tian  Multi-service  Center  ap¬ 
plied  for  Boston  Housing 
Athority  emergency  funding  for 
67  pregnant  women,  but  as  of 
yet,  not  one  has  found  a  home. 
Like  Vietnamese  newcomers, 
Haitians  who  come  to  Boston 
often  don’t  have  families  who 
could  help  them  out.  “They  face 
all  issues:  no  documentation,  no 
English  ability,  no  education, 
and  discrimination,”  said 
Renald  Raphael,  a  counselor 
with  the  Haitian  Multi-service 
Center. 

Advocates  for  immigrants  and 
the  homeless  who  met  at  a  Dec. 
10  conference  sponsored  the  the 
Massachusetts  Office  of 
Refugees  and  Immigrants 
(MORI)were  united  on  one 
issue:  the  solution  is  not  more 
shelters,  but  more  affordable

housing.  Chausse  calls  the  in¬ 
crease  of  shelters—  100  in 
Boston— “Frightening.”  She 
would  like  to  be  put  out  of 
business,  but  adds,  “I  hope  the 
American  public  is  glad  we’re 
here,  because  we’d  have  people 
freezing  under  our  feet.” 

Since  1981,  the  federal 
government  has  cut  the  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  budget 
from  33  billion  to  8  billion.  At 
the  same  time,  housing,  job¬ 
training,  food  stamps  health 
care,  and  nutrition  programs 
were  cut  by  President  Reagan. 
Massachusetts  has  tried  to 
balance  those  cuts  with  its  own 
housing  and  services  programs, 
but  the  last  budget  crisis  cut  off 
707  certificates  and  other  affor¬ 
dable  housing  subsidies.  Ad¬ 
vocates  for  the  homeless  call  for 
the  governor-elect  William 
Weld  to  maintain  or  increase 
funding  for  these  resources. 

“The  state  doesn’t  save 
money  by  cutting  these  pro¬ 
grams,”  said  Leslie  Lawrence, 
policy  coordinator  for  the 
Massachusetts  Coalition  for  the 
Homeless.  ‘‘The  toll 
homelessness  takes  on  families 
will  cost  the  state  in  the  long 
run.” 

For  instance,  a  $600  per 
month  rent  subsidy  is  much 
cheaper  than  a  $2700  per  month 
shelter  bill,  claims 
Lawrence. The  Coalition  recent¬ 
ly  submitted  a  bill  that  would 
provide  a  $500  per  month  rent 
suplement  to  families  that  would 
go  toward  paying  rent  and  re¬ 
locating  to  an  apartment.  “This 
would  be  a  bridge  between  being 
homeless  and  getting  back  on 
their  feet,”  said  Lawrence.  The 
supplement  would  be  good  for 
one  to  three  years,  until  the 
family  could  get  to  the  top  of  the 
Section  8  list  or  complete  a  skills 
training  course  that  would  make 
them  more  employable.  The 
fund  would  be  50  percent  reim¬ 
bursable  by  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment _ _

Discrimination 
Hearings  Continued 


Asian  Americans  who  have 
experienced  discrimination 
while  seeking  to  do  business 
with  the  state  of  Massachusetts 
should  come  forward,  says 
Donald  Ng  of  the  Massacusetts 
Commission  Against 

Discrimination  (MCAD). 

Last  fall,  state  hearings  on 
Minority  and  Women  owned 
Business  Programs  revealed  that 
Asian  Americans  do  not  ex¬ 
perience  discrimination; 
however,  MCAD  has  decided  to 
extend  the  search  for  evidence  of 
discrimination  another  six  mon¬ 
ths.  If  no  discrimination  is 
found,  Asians  will  be  excluded 
from  Minority  and  Women 
Owned  Business  Programs. 

Many  Asians  who  experienc¬ 
ed  discrimination  may  not  have 
wanted  to  speak  publicly 
because  they  didn’t  want  to 
“cause  trouble,”  said  Ng.  At 
least  30  Asians  reported  to 
MCAD  that  they  believed  they 
had  been  discriminatd  against, 
but  no  one  wanted  to  testily  in 
last  year’s  hearings,  said  Ng. 

Businesses  and  persons  in 
private  industry  can  seek  con¬ 
tracts  with  the  state  through  the 
Massaschusetts  Water 
Resources  Authority  (MWRA), 
which  used  the  MCAD  findings 
in  a  disparity  study.  Along  with 
MCAD,  MWRA  is  calling  for 
extending  the  search  period  for 
evidence  of  discrimination. 


Other  contracts  with  the  state  are 
through  the  department  of  goods 
and  services,  public  works, 
transportation,  construction,  and 
the  division  of  capital  planning 
and  operations. 

Asian  professionals  may  not 
realize  how  impacted  they  would 
be  if  they  were  not  included  in 
the  minority  hiring  program,  ex¬ 
plained  Ng.  “Asian  architec¬ 
tural  firms  tell  me  they  are  doing 
fine,  but  they  don’t  remember 
what  it  was  like  before.”  The 
Minority  and  Women  Owned 
Business  Program  was  initiated 
under  executive  order  in  1984. 
Eleven  and  half  percent  of 
MWRA  hiring  is  reserved  for 
minority  architects,  and  5.5  per¬ 
cent  of  them  are  Asian,  Ng  said. 

Ng  added  that  the  elimination 
of  Asians  from  the  Minority  and 
Woman  Owned  Business  Pro¬ 
gram  could  lead  to  future  exclu¬ 
sions  of  Asians  from  affirmative 
action  programs  in  housing  and 
education. 

Any  Asian  American  who  has 
been  discouraged  from  obtaining 
a  contract  with  the  state,  or 
believes  they  have  been 
discriminated  against  while 
working  for  a  state  program, 
should  call  Donald  Ng  at 
MCAD:  927-3990,  Ex.  267.  No 
public  appearance  is  necessary- 
written  testimony  that  can  be 
verified  is  acceptable.

Why  Are  So  Few  Asians  in  Human  Services? 


by  David  Moy 

The  most  conspicuous  fact 
about  Asian  in  Boston’s  human 
services  is  the  relative  lack  of 
them  in  the  field.  This  percep¬ 
tion  is  based  on  my  15  years  of 
working  in  human  services. 
Human  services  encompasses  a 
diverse  range  of  fields,  from 
childcare  to  counseling  to  ESL. 
Each  field  requires  varying 
levels  of  training  and  education. 
The  majority  of  Asians  in  human 
services  seem  disproportionately 
concentrated  in  the  entry  level 
and/or  “paraprofessional” 
levels,  e.g.  teacher  assistants, 
childcare  workers,  aides,  etc.  In 
positions  where  extensive  train¬ 
ing  is  required  (i.e.,  “profes¬ 
sional”  categories),  Asians 
become  increasingly  less 
representative. 

The  lack  of  Asian  representa¬ 
tion  is  especially  true  in  the 
decision-making  levels  of 
human  serives.  Currently,  as  an 
Executive  Director  of  a 
Chinatown  agency,  I  work  with 
seven  other  administrators,  four 
of  whom  are  non-Asian.  Yet, 
our  constituency  is  85  percent  or 
more  Asian.  This  situation  has 
serious  implications  for  service 


delivery  and  poses  questions 
about  where  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  is  vis-a-vis  a  the  larger 
society. 

One  contributing  factor  for 
this  situation  could  be  the 
language  barrier.  Human  ser¬ 
vices  place  extreme  importance 
on  communication  skills  because 
of  their  essentially  interactive 
nature.  A  high  degree  of  English 
proficiency  .however,  is  not 
necessary  at  the  entry  or  “direct 
service”  levels.  In  fact,  the 
ability  to  communicate  in  the 
client’s  native  language  is  pro¬ 
bably  more  paramount  with  the 
growing  recognition  of  the  need 
for  linguistically  and  culturally 
sensitive  services.  This  has  af¬ 
forded  new  job  opportunities  in 
areas  such  as  childcare,  elderly 
services,  home  cafe,  etc.,  to 
Asian  workers  who  in  the  past 
would  have  few  opportunities 
beyond  the  garment  and 
restuarant  industries. 

In  the  professional  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  levels  of  human  ser¬ 
vices,  English  proficiency  is  a 
critical  factor.  Staff  on  these 
levels  must  not  only  prioritize, 
develop,  and  provide  the  ser¬ 
vices  they  must  also  act  as  in¬ 
termediaries  and/or  advocates

on  behalf  of  the  community.  For 
administrators,  communicating 
(orally  and  in  writing)  with  ex- 
tenal  bureacracies  and  the  larger 
society  is  a  major  portion  of 
.their  responsibility.  The 
language  barrier  is  a  possible 
reason  for  the  dearth  of  Asians 
in  these  critical,  upper  levels  of 
human  services. 

Having  identified  language  as 
a  factor,  I  don’t  believe  it  is  an 
overriding  one  for  the  limited 
distribution  of  Asians  in  human 
services.  Boston’s  Asian  com¬ 
munities,  especially  the  Chinese 
community,  have  been  around 
long  enough  to  have  a  good  mix 
of  newcomer  as  well  as  fluent 
English  speakers.  I  believe  the 
lack  of  Asians  in  human  service 
professionals  is  reflective  of  our 
general  lack  of  involvement  in 
the  political  arena. 

It  may  seem  a  “stretch”  to 
make  a  connection  between 
human  services  and  politics. 
But,  in  talking  about  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  services  to  meet  human 


needs,  you  are  talking  about 
nothing  less  than  the 
distribution  of  societal 
resources.  That  is  what  politics 
is  all  about.  Human  services 
professionals  cannot  avoid  deal¬ 
ing  with  and/or  confronting 
policies  around  resource  alloca¬ 
tion,  both  within  their  agencies 
as  well  as  by  external 
bureaucracies. 

Very  simply,  given  limited 
resources,  there  is  a  constant 
balancing  act  within  human  ser¬ 
vices.  Should  the  focus  be  on 
childcare  or  recreation,  ESL  or 
job  training,  group  housing  for 
the  mentally  challenged  or  treat¬ 
ment  centers  for  substance 
abusers?  The  provision  of 
human  services  is  further  sub¬ 
sumed  within  larger  discussions 
of  national  priorities.  Do  we 
build  more  MX  missiles  or  affor¬ 
dable  housing;  allocate  more  to 
education  or  to  the  S&L  bail¬ 
out;  provide  more  to 
health/ welfare  programs  or  to 
foreign  aid;  and  so  forth.  And 
finally,  who  should  pay  and  how

much?  These  are  not  academic 
questions.  These  answers  direct¬ 
ly  impact  the  people  and  com¬ 
munities  that  human  services 
agencies  serve. 

Given  the  above,  it  is  not  sur¬ 
prising  to  find  Asians  involved 
in  human  services  to  be  largely 
among  those  involved  in 
political  lobbying  or  advocacy 
groups.  Unfortunately,  in 
Boston  the  community  lobbyists 
have  been  pretty  much  the  same 
old  faces. 

The  lack  of  involvement  can 
be  attributed  partly  to  our  own 
cultural  baggage.  Growing  up,  I 
was  often  told  to  “not  make 
trouble.”  This  admonishment  is 
very  reminiscent  of  an  old 
Chinese  proverb,  “when  the 
wind  blows,  the  grass  bends.” 
Yet  by  not  speaking  our  minds, 
we  have  contributed  to  the 
perception  that  “Asians  are 
docile  and  good  only  with 
numbers.”  This  limits  our  op¬ 
tions  pretty  much  to  the 
technical  fields. 

Furthermore,  it  is  in  the  in¬ 
terest  of  the  larger  society  to 
perpetuate  the  stereotypes  and 
model  minority  status  of  Asians. 
Such  stereotypes  of  Asians  not 
only  allow  the  real  needs  of 
Asian  communities  to  be  ig¬ 
nored,  but  they  also  undercut  the 
demands  of  other  minority  com¬ 
munities  for  services.  Clearly, 
Asians  have  to  break  free  of  the 
“ACE”  (another  Chinese 
engineer)  and  other  similar 
stereotypes.  Until  that’s  done, 
we  limit  ourselves  and  allow 
others  to  limit  us  not  only  pro¬ 
fessionally  but  in  all  other 
aspects  of  life  in  American 
society. 

There  is  hope.  I  look  to  the 
West  Coast  and  see  organiza¬ 
tions  staffed  and  run  by  Asians. 
In  addition,  Asians  play  major 
roles  in  political  groups  as  well 
as  holding  political  offices  in  ci¬ 
ty  and  state  government.  Here  in 
Boston,  things  are  changing. 
Asian  agencies  which  had  large¬ 
ly  been  staffed  by  non- Asians  in 
the  past  now  have  more  Asians 
onstaff.  Daniel  Lam,  a  former 
South  Cove  Community  Health 
Center  staff  member  and  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Director  of  the 
Massachusetts  Office  of 
Refugees  and  Immigrants,  just 
made  a  very  competitive,  albeit 
unsuccessful  run  for  state  office. 
These  are  positive  trends  which 
need  to  continue. 

As  more  Asians  are  getting  in¬ 
volved  in  the  political  process, 
the  same  needs  to  happen  in 
human  services  (and  other 
fields).  I  would  urge  the  younger 
generation  of  Asians  to  view 
human  services  as  a  viable  op¬ 
tion  for  their  professional  aspira¬ 
tions.  Certainly,  it  offers  a 
challenging  opportunity  to  make 
an  impact  on  lives  of  many  in 
our  communities.  More  impor¬ 
tantly,  it  is  a  vehicle  for  defining 
ourselves  who  we  are  and  what 
we  need.  Who  knows,  if  Boston 
as  well  as  other  cities  with  Asian 
communites  can  catch  up  with 
the  West  Coast,  there  may  soon 
be  Asians  serving  on  all  policy-
